| German Osurte Punish Several Men 
Who Accuse Enemies of the Crime 
or Lese Majesty. P|

Berlin, June 11. —Judging by the news- 
papers the crime of lese majesty demands 
the attention of the courts oftener than any 
other offense. Hardly a day passes but 
three or four cases are noticed. Two things 
in this connection are noteworthy. Nearly 
all the prosecutions are due to talebearers, 
whose personal animosity is often apparent. 
No criticism of this pitiful mode of assert- 
ing the state's dignity finds its way into print. 
Occasionally, however, the splteful talebear- 
er is hoist by his own petard. Today’s budget 
includes the cases of two railway officials. 
After a quarrel each accused the other of 
uttering uncomplimentary remarks about 
the Kaiser in private gossip a year ago. 
Both were imprisoned for six 
dismissed from the service. 

In 1893 a workman near Erfurt denounced 
a former friend for lese majesty. Later the 
accusation was withdrawn in writing. Re- 
cently they quarreled again, whereupon the 
accuser hastened to revive the six-year-old 
charge. When shown his signature to the 
paper clearing the accused he charged the 
police with tampering with it, and was im- 
prisoned fourteen days for insulting them. 

These are exceptional instances, for usu- 
ally the informer is regarded as a model 
public-spirited citizen.

The reasons why Canada claims the Lynn 
Canal and, of course, Skaguay and Dyea, as 
well as Pyramid Harbor, may be sadd to rest 
upon the Canadian contention that, even 
granting the coast line theory, Lynn Canal 1s 
territorial water—that is, it is more than 
thirty-three miles long and less than six 
miles wide at Bridget Point. Whether this 
contentiun would be held good in interna- 
tional law in case the boundary line is finally 
left to arbitration may be doubted.

Guard of the Militia—Troops Charge 
House from Which Bullet Came and 
the Sheriff and Others Are Arrested 
Further Trouble May Ensue—His- 
tory of Famous Baker-White Feud. 


wanshester, Ky., June 11.—[{Special.]— 
To Baker, aged 38, the leader of the fac- 
tion, is the sixth and last victim of the 

Howard feud. As he was leaving the 

tent, near the courthouse, last even- 

a puff of smoke was seen at the window 

of Sheriff White's residence, the report of a 

rife followed, and Tom Baker fell into his 

wife's arms crying: They have killed 
me.” A moment later he was dead. 

Baker was an unerring shot and full of 
prufe courage. He and his brothers had 
deen indicted for killing Wilson Howard 
and Burch Stores, and the trials had been 
transferred to the Knox County Court at 
Barboursville. 

Several companies of State militia which 
have been on guard here for a week were 
busy making ready to march to Barbours- 
ville with the indicted men, Colonel Will- 
jams intending to start early this morning. 

It was nearly 6 p. m., and the sun had dis- 
appeared below the high hills. Tom Baker. 
his wife, who is soon to be a mother, his 
brothers Al and Dee, and his son Jim were 

in the guard tent to the north of the court- 

“house and about sixty yards from the resi- 
dence of Ben P. White, the Sheriff of Clay 
County, and brother to Will White, who 

- was killed by Tom Baker. White had moved 
his family out of this house, and it was filled 
with armed men who were friends of Whité 
and the Howards. 

Im Baker came out of the tent and began 
whittling a stick. His father, Tom, followed 
end proceeded to give the lad certain in- 
structions regarding the farm work to be 


done while the senior was in the Barbours- | 


Ville jail, Judge Cook having refused to ad- 
mit the Bakers to bail. While they were 
talking Mrs. Baker ran up and remonstrated 
with her husband for exposing himself to 
the guns of their enemies. 


Fatal Shot Fired. 


Before Tom Baker could reply the shot 
was fired that killed. Mrs. Baker's lamenta- 
tions were pitiable. She urged the soldiers 

to turn the gatling gun on the White resi- 
dence. 

Colonel Williams. ordered the assembly 
ssounded, and in a moment every soldier was 
in place and a line was thrown across the 
front of the courthouse yard. Captain Long- 
mire brought out his gatling gun, a hundred 
cartridges were thrown into the trapper, 
and it was ready for the attack. 

Colonel Williams gave orders to charge the 
White residence, and the soldiers, with fixed 
bayonets, went forward at double quick, 
scaling the yard fence. Befgre the soldiers 
reached the house Sheriff White, at the head 
of thirty men, all armed with pistols, came 
out to dispute the way. The soldiers halted. 

Colonel Williams called upon the White- 
Howard crowd to disperse, but they showed 
‘defiance, one of their number aiming his 
‘pistol at an officer. He dropped it when the 
man next to him said: ‘‘ Don’t shoot or we 
will all be killed.“ 

Colonel Williams’ next order—‘‘ Charge!’’— 
caused the Howards and Whites to flee into 


the house, whence they loudly threatened to |. | 


- ghoot any man who tried to enter. 
Train the Gatling Gun. 


“Bring up the gatling.“ ordered Colonel 
Williams, and that powerful persuader was 
trained onthe house. It hada quieting effect 
on the men inside. After a brief parley they 
surrendered. Sheriff White was arrested for 
resisting the guards. 

Colonel Williams decided it best to station 
soldiers around the house of Daugh White, 
the Circuit Clerk, so that it could not be 
used as a rendezvous for the Howard-White 
faction. 

The Bakers had been rushed into the court- 
house under a heavy guard, and the body of 

Tom Baker was sinned in the Sheriff's office. 
Friends of the Bakers who had assembled on 
Goose Creek. came nearer to town and sent. 
in spies to find out the lay ot the land. They 
soon. discovered their leader was dead, and 
they vowed vengeance. 

Dee Baker begged the guards to give him a 
gun, so he could kill Ben White, and Jim 
Baker cried for his gun, declaring he would 
kill Ben White it it took a lifetime. 

There is much doubt as to who killed Tom 
Raker. A bystander saſd he saw a man to 
him unknown on the porch of the White 
house a few seconds before the shot was 


fired. 

In less than fifteen minutes after the shoot- 
ing every business house jn town was closed, 
and women fied to the hills. The moun- 
taineers had made many threats to what 
‘they would do to the troops if the latter ever 
fired onthem. Hundreds of armed men were 
ecattered through the streets. 


May Fight the Soldiers. 


The best marksmen were detailed to shoot 


down the soldiers who composed the gatling 
‘gun squad. These mountaineers are armed 


with Winchesters and are all crack shots. 


"The soldiers realize that little is needed to 
bring on a battle. 

Colonel Williams will remain here pending 

‘further instructions of the government. The 
“Whites are angry at Colonel Williams and 
Judge Cook. They sent Hiram Bowling to 
Winchester for John G. White, Ben White’s 
brother, who helped Ben exterminate the 
Hackers here several yearsago. The broth- 
er is considered the most desperate member 
of the family, but is not in favor of defying 
the authorities. 

The Bakers are at a disadvantage now, 
through having lost their leader. It is said 
that as soon as Anse Baker, brother to Tom, 
Who is in Indiana, comes back he will take 
Mp the fight against the Whites and 
Howards.

In matters of this kind the English press 
js. far more subservient to authority than 
the American and can be said to represent 
public opinion less truly. But, leaving these 
considerations entirely aside; in fact, leav- 
ing printed éulogies out of the question al- 

ther, no one can deny that the feeling 


heen in the air to an almost palpable extent. 
u has not merely been a matter of pious 
hope, still less a question of expediency; it 
has been rather a feeling of admiration for 
the energy and perseverance of America as 
@ new military power pushed suddenly into 
existence under trying circumstances, and 
adesiré to know something more about this 
newly found relative just beginning to take 
part in the politics of the world. 

Contempt of the Stock Brokers. 
Down in the city, of course, this feeling 
Goes not exist at all, or very little. The Eng- 
lish stockbroker has a supreme contempt for 

an financial methods, which is exag- 
gerated into a strong disiike by the fact that 
he bas so often allowed himself to be the 
vielm of shrewd American speculators. 
But after all the stock market does not yet 
abediutely control public opinion, and public 
opinion, as I have said, has for a year past 
or more been genuinely attracted favorably 
towards America. That this is not the case 
in thé United States it is hardly necessary to 

m out. Among the best educated and 
most intelligen« people one has been accus- 
Tome to hear the hope held out that the 
two countries may be drawn closer and 
closer together. No one in his senses can 
hope anything else. But there is a vast 

difference between expression of hopes or 
opinions upon rational grounds and the in. 
stinetive race feelings which sway national 
actions. And it is only necessary to look 
back & year or two to the Venezuelan 
troubles to recognize the fact that there isa 
tremendously strong current running coun- 
ter to the so-called Anglo-Saxon alMance 
Which has certainly not been staid yet. 

Tt is, in fact, ridiculous to suppose that the 
friendly attitude of England during the war 
can have éradicated so deep-rooted a feeling 
of dislike and even enmity. English people 
cannot undefitand this natural opposition, 
because few of them pause to consider the 
slements of which the American people is 
madé up. They forget that two-thirds of the 
population of the United States consists of 
emigrants or the children of emigrants from 
England and Germany. who have left Europe 
with feeliigs of great bitterness, who have 
gone West with the purpose of finding a new 
freedom, who will never regard the older 
constitutions as anything else but engines 
of oppression. That it will take generations 
to Kill this bitter spirit no one who knows 

countries can doubt, and no one who 
knows both can deny the patent fact that 
‘the bitterness is almost entirely on one side. 
The Englishman may be and often is gross- 
ly ignorant upon all topics that have refer- 
ence to America, but it is ignorance some- 
times makes him arrogant and sometimes 
offensive; it never engenders enmity or even 
positive dislike. Take for instance a small 
example, but a significant one. The other 
éay an American firm got a contract from 
thé English’ authorities in Egypt to builda 
bridge. If the reverse had happened what 
searchings of heart would there have been 
in what instant readjustments of 
rie to prevent such a recurrence again. 
Here, as it happened, in spite of various at - 
tempts to call attention in public to the ap- 
parent slight put upon British manufactur- 
ers, the incident only proved rather flatter- 
ing te the public pride. The inference was 
St once drawn that British dealers were so 
embarrassed with orders that they could not 
Mad time for the undertaking.

ROOSEVELT’S VOLUME HAS ALL THE 
VIGOR OF ITS AUTHOR. 

| 

His Account of the Doings of the Rough 

[Riders Is Spirited and Full of Ro- 

mantic Interest — Humorous De- 

scriptions of the Raw Recruits and 

Their Lack of Military Etiquette— 

Corrects Some of Miley’s State- 
ments. 


OVERNOR ROOSEVELT’S The 
Rough Riders (Scribner) is one of 
those rare histories that read like 
_ romances, The puvlic is already fa- 
miliar with the work, as it appeared 
serially in Scribner's Magazine, but a con- 
tinuous reading impresses one anew with 
the amazing vitality of the writer. From 
the formation of the Rough Riders regi- 
ment to its mustering out Lieutenant Colonel 
Roosevelt's irrepressible personality never 
ceases to hold one’s interest. 

This book must possess.a deep and curious 
interest for European army men. The swift 
making of fine soldiers from such motley 
raw material must seem almost incredible 

to them, yet Mr. Roosevelt describes the 
whole process with delightful frankness. 
: It was disconcerting to have the cook of 
the officers’ mess begin his career by call- 
ing the Colonel and Majors to dinner with 
the formula, “If you fellars don’t come 
soon, everything ‘ll get cold.’’ It was not 
hopeful to see a green sentinel fling his riffe 
‘ten feet from-him while on duty and stop to 
scratch mosquito bites, remarking genially 
1 to the Lieutenant Colonel, who caught him 
in the act, Ain't they bad?“ Yet these 
are the same men who a couple of months 
later faced death like seasoned regulars. 
The lack of camp etiquette could be cor- 
rected in essentials and overlooked in non- 
essentials with such men. Every man was 
a character study—not always in white. 
But they all had a share of that daredevil 
spirit exhibited by the one who punished his 
obstreperous pony by giving it a tremendous 
twist, first to the right, then to the left, each 
time it bolted from the ranks. The unvary- 
ing result was to cross its legs and send it 
to earth with a crash, the rider taking his 
somersault with unmoved equanimity. 


There is no hiding the grim visage of war 
in these pages, though the writer was too 
busy with its glories to pause long over its 
horrors. He does have a hearty and tender 
word for the fallen, however, almost every 
one of whom he knew by name. After the 
fight at Las Guasimas he went back to seek 
the dead and wounded. “ Around one of the 
latter the big, hideous land crabs had gath- 
ered in a grewsome ring, waiting for life. 
to be extinct. One of our own men and 
most of the Spanish dead had been found 
by the vultures before we got them, and 
their bodies were mangled, the eyes and 
wounds being torn.” 
The Rough Riders seem to have had their 
severest losses during the terrible period 
of waiting previous to the charge up San 
Juan Hill. It was here that Bucky O'Neill 
met his fate. His men had begged him to 
lie down, out of the storm of bullets. He 
laughed, and said the Spanish bullet was 
not made that would kill him. As he turned 
. on his heel a bullet struck him in the mouth 
and came out at the back of his head; so 
that even before he fell his wild and gallant 
spirit had gone out. 
lonel Roosevelt's orderly was overcome 
| with heat, and dropped, dying later. In his 
place came another brave youth; who, when 
i rising to salute after his first order, fell for- 
‘ward across Roosevelt’s knees, mortally 
‘wounded. A few minutes later this curious 
incident occurred: 

; As I rode down the line, calling to the troopers 
to go forward, and rasping brief directions to the 
Captains and Lieutenants, I came upon a man 
lying behind a little bush, and I ordered him to 
jump. up. I do not think that he understood 

« that. we were making a forward movement, and 
he looked up at me for a moment with hesita- 
pone and 1 again bade him rise, fesring him, 
and saying: Are you afraid to stand up when 
I am on horseback?’ As I spoke he suddenly 
fell forward on his face, a bullet having struck 
him and gone through him lengthwise. I sup- 
pose the bullet had been aimed at me; at any 
rate, I, who was on horseback in the open, was 
unhurt,. and the man lying flat on ground 
in the cover beside wap was killed. 


Governor erg calls in question 
Lieutenant Miley’s figures relative to the 
Spanish forces engaged at El Caney and 
San Juan. In the attack on the San Juan 
hills our forces numbered 6,600, while those 
of the Spaniards are officially given as 4,500. 
Mr. Roosevelt says in a footnote that this 
is certainly an underestimate of the Spanish 
‘forces. It is made from Lieutenant Te- 
jeiro’s version of the Santiago operations, 
‘and the Spanish Lieutenant's figures are 
shown to be careless and ineccurate. Mr.

| Doubtless the blockhouses and trenches atQort 
Gan Juan proper were only held by 300 or 400 
men; they were taken by the Sixth and Sixteenth 
Infantry under Hawkins’ immediate command; 
and they formed but one point in the line of hills, 
trenches, ranch houses, and block houses which 
the Spaniards held, and from which we drove 
them. When the city capitulated later, over 
8,000 unwounded troops and over 16,000 rifies and 
carbines were surrendered: by that time the 
marines and sailors had of course gone and the 
volunteers had disbanded. There must have 
F been 14,000 in all. Subtracting the reinforce- 
ments who arrived on the 24, this would mean 
10,000 on the ist; in 
which case an eeler w opposed 
at least equal numbers. 895 by 
Miley ascribes the wounding of the Red 
Cross men to stray Mauser bullets flying at 
long range from the fighting line and not to 
Spanish guerrillas in trees. Roosevelt con- 
tradicts this view by giving a detailed ac- 
count of the guerrillas and their murderous 
work in firing brass-coated Remington bul- 
iets at doctors, chaplains, and hospital 
stewards. 80 intolerable was their work 
that he sent out a lot of his own t- 
ere to pick them off, with the result that 
eleven were killed without our men receiv- 
ing a scratch.

been in the service of her Royal Highness 
as butler for a long number of years. 

Mrs. Whyte as a thirty years’ resident in 
the place considered herself badly treated, 
secured possession of another inn, while she, 
excited popular sympathy on her behalf to 
such an extent that it took the form of a 
refusal by the magistrates of Dumbarton 
to grant a license for the sale of liquor to the 
new tenant of the Princess’ inn, this, too, 


in spite of the angry appeal df the Marquis of 


Lorne in person. There is no appeal from the 
Board of Magistrates, and consequently the 
Marquis of Lorne, his wife, the Princess 
Louise, and their ex-butler find themselves 
saddled with a big inn in an unrivaled situa-

The chairman of the Dunbarton magis- 
trates, who led the opposition to his sover- 
eign's daughter, was Lord Overtoun, former- 
ly Mr. Campbell White, the principal manu- 
facturer of what is. commercially known as 
Turkey red in the United Kingdom. Lord 
Overtoun, who received his peerage for the 
financial support which he gave to the Glad- 
stone administration, entertains strongly de- 
veloped evangelistic ‘views. For years par 
he has preached both under cover and at the 
street corners of Glasgow, and has instituted 
what is known as the noonday prayer meet- 
ing in that city, which he presides over every 
day. Not content with bossing the evangel-

PRESIDENT PATTON OF PRINCETON 
DEALS WITH DREYFUS CASE. 


Beccalaureate Sermon Deale with the 
Problems of Religion and the) Rela- 
tion of the Individual to State— 
Speeds the Ship That Bears the 
Devil’s Island Prisoner Back to an 
Awakening Country and Pays Trib- 
ute to Emile Zola. 


‘Princeton, N. J., June 11.—[Special.]— 
Princeton’s one hundred and fifty-second 
annual commencement exercises were inau- 
gurated this morning in Alexander Hall by 
the baccalaureate sermon delivered by Pres- 
ident Francis L. Patton to the members of 
the class of 90. The academic procession, 
composed of the trustees, faculty, and grad- 
uating classmen, formed in front of Narsau 
Hall at 10:30 and, wearing their caps and 
gowns, marched to Alexander Hall, where 
seats were reserved on the platform for the 
trustees and professors and in the body of 
the hall for the seniors. Dr. Patton chose 
his text from Acts xvil., 12: Men, not a 
part 

e n : 

„ There is a prevailing impression that 
men are losing their hold upon religion and 
that scholars are having a bard time with 
Christianity. I do not know why it is so or 
whether it is so. I imagine that the oppo- 
sition is more in the feelings than in reason. 
Christianity is worthy of the scrutinizing at- 
tention of all men, and especially educated 

en. 
mee Education consists of two things—disci- 
pline and information. An educated man 
must have an answer to moral problems, 
he must have a theory of the universe and 
he cannot interpret this world of thought 
without putting God back of it. He must 
have some theory of society. 


“ Questions to Answer. 

“Some of the questions he will have to 
answer are: Do I exist for the state? Am 
I absolutely at its disposal? If you are en- 
dowed with immortality you are intrinsical- 
ly of more importance than many states. 


- ‘Then comes the question, for what does the 


state exist? If the individual is not im- 
mortal it may de that the functions of a 
state are to get the greatest possible pleasure 
for the individual, if necessary, by force.

I don’t know, for I don’t read them, but he 
has made a splendid fight for justice, and I 
thank him for it. : 
“Then there is the question of the

In his final remarks to the graduating class 
Dr. Patton congratulated the members on 
their successful career at Princeton, and 
assured them of the interest he and his col- 
leagues have in their future work.

„It will be hard to plod on with bare recog- 
nition of your honest work when men 

through crooked methods win success, but it 
is for you to do your duty without complaint. 
and to endure hardships as good soldiers 
of Jesus Christ. You are to go out to war 
against wrong in the world. Besides the 
task of suppressing rebellion within the em- 
pire of your self-hood, you are charged with 


the responsiblity of reinforcing the moral 


forces of the world. 

“The weapons of your warfare are not 
carnal, but wisely used and with the skill 
which your training should have given you 
they are mighty to the pulling down of the 
strongholds of evil. Take to you the whole 
armor of God. Quit you like men, be strong, 
und may God, who only can, give you the

bear strongly upon the characters of the 
children. Sometimes these influences bear 
them onward, gently and steadily, toa life 
which is free, ambitious, and noble; some- 
times the ervironment carries them down 
to humiliat! n and despair; sometimes it 
drives them to revolt, and makes them bet- 
ter or worse, greater or weaker, than their 
fathers were. There is no hard and fast 
rule about it. The oversevere religious life

Drifts Ashore at 1 A. M. Bearing Note 
Saying H. A. Townsley’s Body 16

From a note and several articles of cloth- 
ing found in a boat that floated into Julius 
Krausey’s fishing nets in the Illinois Central 
slip at the foot of Thirteenth street at 1 
o'clock yesterday morning, it is believed 
Henry A. Townsley, 1758 West Twenty- 
second street, committed suicjde some time 
Saturday night by throwing himself into the | 
lake. L 

Krausey, who'was up all night fishing, was 
surprised when the boat without an occupant 
floated in among his nets. After securing it 
he made an examination and found one shoe, 
a coat and hat; and a note in the bottom of 
the boat. He also noticed there was but one 
oar in the boat. At 10 o’¢lock he made a 
report of the matter at the Harrison Street 
Station. 
Lieutenant Golden sent policemen out to 
make an investigation. They learned that 
Henry A. Townsley’ had lived for some 
time at the number ne aero that he had 


gone away from home at 7 o'clock on Sat- 
urday evening and had not been seen in 
that locality since. ; 

The note left in the boat s exhibited to 
members of his family and the writing was 
fully identified as Townsley’s. The note 


tained this message: | 
This coat belongs to H. A. Townsley, 1758 West 
Twenty-second street, whose body is now far, far 
out in the lake. 
Later members of the family visited the 
Harrison Street Station and positively iden- 
tified the clothing found in the boat as that 
worn by Townsley when he last was seen 
at 7 o’clock on Saturday evening. | | 
Investigations made by the police prove 
that the boat is owned by Frederick Dono- 
hue, whosd business is that of boat renting. 
He remembered a man answering the de- 
scription of Townsley had rented a boat 
from him at the foot of Van Buren street 
at 8:30 o’clock on Saturday night, and iden- 
tified as his the boat found by the fisherman 
which contained the note and clothing.

New York Educator Gives Additional 
Reasons for His Belief in De-

New York, June 11.—[Special.)—You may 
call it spiritualism, or infinite mental telep- 
athy, or anything else you please, but you 
are forced to admit that you are face to 
face with ajmanifestation of the super-

Such is the conclusion reached, by Pro- 
fessor James Hyslop of Columbia University 
after his Boston experiments with spirit- 
ualism. | 

At his home today he gave an account of 
his experience at Mrs. Piper's séances which 
convinced him that it is possible to talk with 
departed spirits. 

Professor Hyslop is a member of the So- 
ciety for Psychical Research of London, the 
American. sécretary of which, Professor 
Hodgson, lives in Boston. Like every other 
member of the society, Professor Hyslop has 
made it his business to investigate every 
case of supernatural phenomena that has 
come to his notice. Although. he has found 
several mediums who could do wonderful 
things, he never saw one deserving of serious 
credence until he met Mrs. Piper of Boston. 

“Mrs. Piper. said Professor Hyslop. “‘ has 
been in the employ of our society for 
fifteen years. She never gives exhibitions 
for any one outside of the society. 

“She seats herself in front of a table or 
shelf, on which are piled three or four pil- 
lows. Beside them is a pile of writing paper 
and a ce 8h She first proceeds to go into 


a trance. She clutches the pencil with the 
fingers of her right hand and nervously be- 
‘gins to write. 

The sentences writtem were unmistaka- 
bly attempts of some person who had form- 
erly known me to recall himself to me by 
reference to some incident in our acquaint- 
ance. As soon as the sentence was finished 
Mrs. Piper would drop the pencil and wave 
her fingers in the air. Acting on Professor 
Hodgson’s instructions, I held my lips a, 
few inches away from her fingers and talked 
to them, or [through them, much as I would 
to the receiver of a telephone. When I 
asked a question she clutched the pencil 
again and the power wrote an answer.

PREPARE FOR SAENGERFEST. 

German-American Singers of Chicago 
dhearse at Sunnyside Park—Will 
60 to Cincinnati Meeting. 


fest, which will be held at Cincinnati from 
June 28 to 30, under the auspices of the 
North American Sängerbund, the members 
of eighteen local German-American singing 
societies gathered yesterday at Sunnyside 
Park to rehearse choruses to be sung at 
the Cincinnati “‘ Fest.“ A crowd of 10,000 
people attended the affair, which assumed 
the character of a picnic and summer night’s 
festival. 

The entrance to the park was decorated 
with a large allegorical painting, repre- 
senting “‘ Lyric Song., while on either side 
of the stage were seen large portraits of 
Beethoven and Wagner. The program in- 
cluded many songs 
cieties, besides the festival choruses, which 
were sung by the united singers. | 

More than 600 singers from Chicago will 
attend the Cincinnati festival, which, it is 
predicted, will exceed in interest and at- 
tendance all its predecessors. Not less 
than 134 societies from all parts of the 
United States, with 4.350 singers, have been 
entered as participants, and elaborate prep- 
arations have been made by the Cincin- 
nati societies to entertain them. An au- 
ditortum has been built for the occasion, 
with a seating capacity of 15,000. Thestage 
affords room for 4,500 singers and the or- 
chestra. The hall is in Vine street, near 
the Zodlogical Garden. All the singers at- 
tending the fest will be guests of the 
Cincinnati societies, quarters being provided 
for them at the various hotels of that city 
free of charge. 2 

The Cincinnati societies were especially 
gratified to secure this festival for that 
city, where the North American Sanger- 
bund was formed, and where the first Ger- 
man Süngerfest on American soil was 
held. This year’s gathering marks the fif- 
tieth anniversary of the organization. To

Bridge at Wabash Avenue Suggested. 
Chicago, June 10.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une. ] — our editorial on the subway ques- 
tion should convince every one that the 
scheme is not practical. In a few words I 
beg to suggest a plan for the proposed drive- 
way between the North and South Sides. 
Wabash avenue is opened to the river. At 
this point let the city put up a jackknife 
bridge for the use of heavy traffic teams, as 
fully two-thirds of the Rush street bridge 
traffic comes from Wabash avenue, via Pine 
street. On the north side of the river, oppo- 
site Wabash avenue, a viaduct can be built 
directly west of the large elevator, and, as 
there is an alley opening up to Kinzie street, 
little land would have to be condemned and 
paid for.

Would Isolate Consump tives. 
Chicago, June [Editor of The Tribune. 
—An evening paper of even date, after re- 
ferring to the proceedings of the American 
Medical association at Columbus, O., says: 
One of the plans proposed is to induce 
the general government to take up the sub- 
ject and establish a large hospital upon pub- 
lic land where tubercular patients may be 
treated. There is no reason why it should 
not lend its aid to the efforts that are being 
made to reduce the ravages of this dread 
malady.’’ 
If yellow fever prevailed at some South- 
ern point would one who had the disease go 
there to be cured? If consumption is an 
infectious disease, as is claimed, why should 
consumptives be congregated? | 
The paper referred to further says: | 
We maintain a national quarantine sys- 
tem for the purpose of excluding persons 
who have been exposed to contagious dis- 
eases, but we have not yet seen the wisdom 
and necessity of taking steps, as a govern- 
ment, to check a disorder that carrjes more 
of our people to their graves annually than 
any other ailment to which humanity is ex- 
posed.”’ | 
A national quarantine is required to keep 


out exotic diseases, such as cholera or yel- | 


low fever. But we, like all other nations | 
(possibly excepting Iceland), are subject to 
the ravages of consumption (carrying off 
one in eight who die annually). But why 
should sanitaria be established? Why con- 
gregate consumptives? The better plan to 
be pursued would be isolation. Let philan- 
thropic physicians and others isolate con- 
sumptives from the well and the dread dis-

It seems that 
one lesson in this “ oily concern was not 
sufficient, although millions were lost. Only 
a few months ago it was reorganized, more 
water injected and $10,000,000 more of 
securities fluated—all eagerly swallowed by 
the gullibies. Common stock at $65, and 
down she goes again to $7. What can the 
Investing public“ be thinking about? Are 
there not enough of wrecks floating around? 
What has become of Chicago Brewing and. 
Malting, selling like hot cakes at $58 10 $60 
for common; now $6 and preferred $12, the 
price of a few days ago? Then there is 
Diamond Match that has been for yearsal0 
per cent stock and sold as high as $250, now 
$147; really the cheapest of all the trust 
stocks, so far as I know. Then there are the 
elevated stocks, not trust concerns, yet Alley 

LI stock sold at $110: the- whole of the 
$10,500,000 was wiped out, and nearly 60 per 
cent of the $10,500,000 bonds followed ‘suit; 
but in the Alley L case the increase in 
population, the wonderful building opera- 
tions that have constantly been going on 
along its right of way, has restored the 
bonds to their former value, while the stock 
was completely wiped out by foreclosure. 
Then the building of the downtown loop 
has been a wonderful factor for good. : 

It is astonishing that 
foundation of all wealth, should be com- 
pletely neglected; that the accumulated 
wealth should be thrown at the feet of pro- 
fessional “ promoters in return for a class 
of securities not worth, in many cases, three 
cents on the dollar. Now, many more of 
these trusts stand on the same bottom as the 
linseed oil, and in the end will they not 
wind up with the same bad odor hanging 
over them as now with linseed oil? Invest- 
ors have had full notice that the common 
stock ot the whole line of trusts was a 

bonus.“ while the preferred also is greatly 
watered, to what extent only the insiders 
could tell. It is the truth, that in the long 
list of establishments taken into the con. 
bines many had.been shut down for one or 
more years, Some never to open again, while 
three years ago only a percentage could have 
been sold at 60 per cent of actual cost. 

The pity is that tens of thousands of un- 
suspecting peopie must lose heavily in the 
future in the scramble to get out, for the 
scramble must come.

be the trend of politics; for, say what you 
muy, all else will be sidetracked in 1900. 
Expansion or anti-expansion, neither will 
cut any particuiar. figure, as Democrats, 
Populists, and Republicans are divided. Free 
silver coinage is dead as a door nail,“ only 
cranks, people of one idea, are howling for 
16 to 1; but the evils of the trusts strike 
deadly blows in hundreds of thousands of | 
hitherto happy homes.
